Home  Economics  is  so  much  more  than  turning 
on  a  flame  or  baking  your  favorite  pie.

The  last  Presi- 
dent's wife,  Mrs.  Nancy  Reagan,  adopted  this  top- 
ic as  the  issue  she  would  work  the  closest  with. 
The  result  of  her  association  was  the  Just  Say  No 
campaign  which  involved  leaders  from  all  fields  all 
over  the  world. 

Manual  came  up  with  its  own  solutions  to  assist 
teenagers.  Dr.  Robert  Hignite  spearheads  an  in- 
novative program  in  the  Social  Studies  depart- 
ment which  gives  students  hands-on  experience 
in  role  playing,  counseling,  and  learning. 

The  core  of  the  program  involves  the  student 
assistance  program.  The  SAP  is  developed 
through  Natural  Helpers  and  Students  Against 
Driving  Drunk  (SADD).  These  are  classes  that  stu- 
dents take  and  receive  credit.  True,  they  learn 
about  drugs  and  the  influences  of  drugs,  but  they 
also  learn  to  cope  with  other  problems  such  as 
suicide,  alcoholism,  pregnancy,  and  depression. 
They  also  participate  in  Snow  Ball  and  Indiana 
Teen  Institute.

The  winds  flattened  towns  that 
once  were  filled  with  thriving  businesses. 

One  disaster  was  not  enough.  Then  came  the 
San  Francisco  earthquake  in  the  middle  of  the 
World  Series.  Bridges  fell,  interstates  crumbled, 
and  lives  were  lost. 

Both  of  these  disasters  depleted  the  Red  Cross 
Disaster  Relief  Fund.  In  answerto  a  need,  Indiana- 
polis Public  Schools  decided  to  raise  money  and 
donate  it  to  the  Red  Cross.  Fifty  schools  joined 
this  effort,  but  it  was  through  the  combined  forces 
of  Roines  and  Masoma  that  Manual  turned  in  the 
most  money:  $365.00
